As if the State Legislature which 
opened Tuesday did not have enough 
problems on hand it seems that al­ 
most everyday the courts add a lit­ 
tle more to their load. The latest 
ruling wipes out the state's annual 
voter registration law. Added to this 
is the court's ruling that candidates 
can not be charged filing fees to run 
in primary elections. 
It would appear that the only way 
the Legislature could possibly stay 
up with the courts would be to stay 
in constant session. Then it would 
be a question of which could do the 
most damage—the courts or 
the 
legislature. 


It is with great concern that we 
note t ha t H a m l i n has not joined 
in the Law Enforcement Teletype 
Network which is slated to be in op­ 
eration this month. Jones County is 
one of 22 area counties that will be 
included in the network and both An­ 
son'and Stamford police departments 
are being tied into this vast network. 
The new non-voice communication 
equipment is available to the West 
Central Texas Council of Govern­ 
ments law enforcement agencies as 
a result of a $39,857 grant awarded 
in August by the Texas Criminal Jus­ 
tice Council to establish the State’s 
first regional law enforcement tele­ 
type network. 
This network equipment is the lat­ 
est device to control public offen­ 
ders, 
providing area police and 
sheriff's departments with direct 
connection with member units, local 
Department of Public Safety Patrol 
Units, the Texas Department of Pub­ 
lic Safety headquarters in Austin and 
the State and Federal Crime Infor­ 
mation Centers in Austin and Wash­ 
ington. 
It would seem to us that this is a 
vital step in the right direction to 
combat the growing crime rate in 
Texas and that the availability of this 
vast amount of information would be 
a boon to local law enforcement. 
to Among the area cities already 
signed up for this service are Abi­ 
lene, 
Ballinger, 
Breckenridge, 
Brownwood, 
Coleman, 
Colorado 
City,Comanche,Cross Plains,East­ 
land, Snyder, Sweetwater and San 
Angelo. We hope that it is not too 
late to include Hamlin into this net­ 
work that will eventually be state­ 
wide.

Johnson, tax assessor-collec- 
tor. Although 1971 will be 
what is generally known as 
an “off year” as far as elec­ 
tions are concerned, there 
still will be two local elec­ 
tions of interest. 


Hamlin residents will elect 
three councilmen with the 
tenrm of 
George Campbell, 
Irby Weaver and A. E. Kil­ 
lian expiring this year. 


In the local school district, 
terms of Jackie Williams and 
Raymond Scifres will expire. 
Added to these two elec­ 
tions 
ii the possibility 
of 
special elections such aa the 
possibility ai ft called election 
to amend the alate coniti- 
tutton to remove the celling 
on welfare payments. 
With youngsters under 21 


registering for the first time 
this year, some 200 young­

this year. The U. S. Supreme 
Court has held that the feder­ 
al law granting the franchise 
to 18-year olds can apply only

In Texas, citizens must be 
21 years old to vote. Texas 
was one of the states to con­ 
test the 
new federal law, 
claiming the 
U. S. govern­ 
ment had no say over elec- 
tlonssofoly 
within the state.

With the influx of college kids 
home between sem esters the con­ 
versations of the older generations 
at halftime during basketball games 
seem s to center around the boys’ 
long hair. 
The best comment we have heard 
reltted to this is that if anyone ever 
need subsidizing by the government 
it is the barbers.

We suspect that this difference 
between state and national voting 
ages will cause nothing but trouble 
for some time to come for election 
judges. But it looks like the only way 
this could be eliminated would be 
lower the state’s voting age and we 
doubt that this would be wise—two 
wrongs do not necessarily make a 
right. 
We have always doubted the wis­ 
dom of lowering the age to 18 —19 or 
20 maybe but not 18. Many 18-year- 
olds are still in high school. How do 
you like the thought of high school 
students voting on school board 
members ? We have seen times when 
there could easily be enough high 
school voters to swing a trustee e- 
lection here. 


As if the State Legislature which 
opened Tuesday did not have enough 
problems on hand it seems that al­ 
most everyday the courts add a lit­ 
tle more to their load. 
The latest 
ruling wipes out the state’s annual 
voter registration law. Added to this 
is the court’s ruling that candidates 
can not be charged filing fees to run 
in primary elections. 
It would appear that the only way 
the Legislature could possibly stay 
up with the courts would be to stay 
in constant session. Then it would 
be a question of w'hich could do the 
most damage—the courts or the 
legislature.

first regional law enforcement tele­ 
type network. 
This network equipment is the lat­ 
est device to control public offen­ 
ders, 
providing area police and 
sheriff’s departments with direct 
connection with member units, local 
Department of Public Safety Patrol 
Units, the Texas Department of Pub­ 
lic Safety headquarters in Austin and 
the State and Federal Crime Infor­ 
mation Centers in Austin and Wash­ 
ington. 
It would seem to us that this is a 
vital step in the right direction to 
combat the growing crime rate in 
Texas and that the availability of this 
vast amount of information would be 
a boon to local law enforcement.
